Sierra Madre's Red Cross quota this year is $5200. 

As the opening gun was sounded for the ARC campaign. Chair¬ 
man A1 E. Morgan reminded 
cittizens that this is YOUR 
campaign, and the responsibil¬ 
ity of maintaining the Red 
Cross' work in this city is upon 
the shoulders of every Sierra 
Madrean. 

“When the American Red 
Cross was chartered by Con¬ 
gress, the organization assum¬ 
ed certain obligations,” R. C. 

Lewis, Chapter Chairman, 
pointed out. “In order to meet 
these obligations in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, and in every city of the 
United States, it must have 
money.” 

Mr. Lewis reminded Sierra 
Madreans that, besides the 
many local services performed 
hy the Red Cross, the organ¬ 
ization is the only contact be¬ 
tween the man in service and 
his family at home. 

“There are 1V2 million men 
in the armed forces at present. 

Many of these men—at one 
time or another—will urgently 
need the services of the Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross,” Mr. Lewis 
said. 

Besides help to veterans and 
military men, the Sierra Madre 
Chapter in 1949 conducted a 
First Aid Class, two swimming 
instruction courses, and a blood 
donor program, it was pointed 
out. 

Sierra Madre will retain 
$3587—or 69 per cent— of the 
$5200 quota for the continua¬ 
tion of its Red Cross program. 


Attorney Noren Eaton, in fil¬ 
ing for the City Council elec¬ 
tion, said that a "drive for bet¬ 
ter government must start at 
the local level."

He holds 
no city position at present, but 
for five years he served as the 
city’s police court judge, and 
for six months he was Arcadia 
city judge. 

For two years Mr. Eaton 
served as president of the 
Chamber of Commerce. He is a 
m’ember of the Kiwanis Club, 
and he was chairman of the 
Red Cross drive for two years. 
He has also served two years 
as a Boy Scout commissioner.

If you fail to file before 5 p.m., 
March 31 (the filing deadline 
for all offices), you will lose 
the 500 bucks. 


Clever police work and a 
rough and tumble battle—on 
the part of civilians—resulted 
in the capture Monday after¬ 
noon of a bad check forgery 
suspect wanted in several 
Southland cities. 

The suspect, Walter Bruning 
Thompson, alias James W. 
Clark, went into the office of 
Roberts Market and asked Store 
Manager Everett Burrows to 
cash a check for $35. Thomp¬ 
son’s fictitious name was in¬ 
dicated on the check, and 265 
W. Bellfontaine, Pasadena, was 
the address given. 

Mr. Burrows recognized that 
the check was similar to one 
that had been cashed last Fri¬ 
day—a check for $40 which 
had bounced. 

He told the suspect to wait, 
on the pretense that he had to 
perform another errand. Once 
outside the office, he summon¬ 
ed the aid of other market em¬ 
ployees, Jack Storrier, Robert 
Lakin, G. W. Griffin, and J. A. 
Murphy. 

When the five men re-enter¬ 
ed the office, Thompson be¬ 
came frightened and made a 
break for the door. As he leap¬ 
ed off the loading platform at 
the rear of the market and onto 
the parking lot, Mr. Storrier 
connected with what he later 
described as a “flying tackle,” 
and the suspect crumpled to 
the pavement. 

The other four employees 
quickly piled on and, after a 
brief but violent struggle, 
Thompson was subdued. Sierra 
Madre Officers James C. Heas- 
ley and M. E. Gotcher were 
then notified and they took 
the suspect into custody.

Sierra Madre's streets will be resurfaced next May. 

This was practically assured this week as a result of action 
taken Tuesday night on motion of Councilman Herman Barter. 

Barter pointed out that the city had $90,000 in state and county 
road funds for street repairs, but that nothing has been done to 
expedite the work during the 
past year. 

The streets to be surfaced 
and the necessary specifica¬ 
tions already have been ap¬ 
proved. Under the motion the 
city engineer is to call for bids 
for the repair of Baldwin ave¬ 
nue and other streets so that 
work can begin in May. 

At the same time Barter call¬ 
ed for a special meeting of the 
Council with department heads 
to check on the city budget 
for the last quarter of this fis¬ 
cal year. ' 

“We want to see that there 
are no over-expenditures so 
that the city can end the year 
within the budget,” Barter 
said.

Parking meters have been pro¬ 
posed, but no serious move has 
been taken to push for their 
installation. 

“if we’re ever going to have 
parking lots, we should get 
them now before the cost of 
land is too high,” Commission 
Member May de Wright said. 

Mrs. A1 E. Morgan, Commis¬ 
sion secretary, pointed out that 
in other cities with large busi¬ 
ness districts parking meters 
have provided funds for pur¬ 
chase of parking lots, but she 
doubted that such a plan 
would work in Sierra Madre 
where relatively few meters 
could be installed.

sprained ankle, and Manager 
Burrows, a cut lip and skinned 
elbow. Thompson was describ¬ 
ed as being well over six feet 
in height and weighing more 
than 200 pounds.
